SHALL  THE  KING  OF  BABYLON  COME? 


IN  Chapter  20  of  the  Second  Book  of  Kings  in  the 
Bible,  the  eon  of  the  King  of  Babylon  cent  bmnri- 
Ijcn  with  letter*  and  a  present  to  Hezekiah.  King  of 

“And  Hezekiah  harkened  onto  them,  and  ahewed 
them  all  the  hooae  of  his  precious  things,  the  silver, 
and  the  gold,  and  the  apices,  and  the  precious  oint¬ 
ment,  and  all  the  boose  of  his  armour,  and  all  that 
was  found  in  his  treasures:  there  was  nothing  in 
his  house,  nor  in  all  his  dominion,  that  Heuxiah 
shewed  them  not”  (verse  13) 

Then  the  prophet  Isaiah  came  to  Hezekiah  and  said, 
what  have  you  shown  these  men  from  Babylon?  And 
Hezekiah  replied: 

“.  .  .  All  the  things  that  are  in  mine  house  have 
they  seen:  there  is  nothing  among  my  treasures  that 
I  have  not  shewed  them."  (verse  15) 

“And  Isaiah  said  unto  Hezekiah.  Hear  the  word 
of  the  Lord. 

“Behold,  the  days  come,  that  aO  that  is  in  thine 
bouse,  snd  that  which  thy  fathers  have  laid  up  in 
store  unto  this  day,  shall  be  carried  into  Babylon: 
nothing  shall  be  left,  aaith  the  Lord."  (verses  16  and 

17) 

And  in  Chapter  24,  it  is  told  that  a  later  King  of  Baby¬ 
lon  captured  the  then  King  of  Judah  in  battle. 

“And  he  carried  out  thence  all  the  treasures  of 
the  house  of  the  Lord,  and  the  treasures  of  the 
king's  bouse,  and  cut  in  nieces  all  the  vessels  of  gold 
which  Solomon  king  of  Israel  had  made  in  die  tem¬ 
ple  of  the  Lord,  as  the  Lord  had  said,  (verse  13) 
“And  he  carried  away  all  Jerusalem,  and  all  the 
princes,  and  all  the  mighty  men  of  valour,  even 
ten  thousand  captives,  and  all  the  craftsmen  and 
smiths:  none  remained,  save  the  poorest  sort  of  the 
people  of  the  land/*  (verse  14) 

Has  Mi.  Eisenhower  heard  about  this? 

REPORTS  from  many  States  indicate  the  American 
people  are  seething  with  indignation  over  the 
pending  Khruahcbev-Eisenbower  exchange  of  visits. 

Certain  public  leaders  have  been  outspoken,  among 
them  Senator  Styles  Bridges  of  New  Hampshire.  Senator 
Thomas  Dodd  of  Connecticut  said  that  to  have  invited 
Khrushchev  is  “a  national  disgrace. “  Congressman 
Walter  Judd  of  Minnesota,  long  a  member  of  the  Foreign 
Affairs  Committee  of  the  House,  called  the  visit  “a  major 
advance  for  Khrushchev  in  his  relentless  political  offen¬ 


sive  to  soften  up  the  West  preparatory  to  the  kill." 
Constantine  Brown,  experienced  foreign  editor  of  the 
Washington  Star,  said  “This  is  the  jnxalrvt  disaster  to 
our  foreign  policy  in  a  generation/ 

It  would  seem  that  many  of  our  statesmen,  including 
Mr.  Eisenhower,  have  forgotten  what  thrv  were  saying 
only  a  few  brief  months  ago.  One  wonders  just  what 
recipitated  the  rather  abrupt  invitation — even  before 
ice  President  Nixon  returned  borne

BUT  many  things  that  have  been  going  on  in  this 
country's  domestic  aad  foreign  policy — or  lack 
of  real  policy — have  helped  bring  about  Khrushchev's 
proposed  visit. 

1.  The  thing  called  “progressive  education,"  an 
essential  part  being  to  allow  the  child  to  study  any¬ 
thing  he  want* — or  not  study  at  alL  In  many  pub¬ 
lic  schools  any  attempt  to  grade  pupils  has  keen 
abandoned.  At  the  year-end  they  are  promoted — 
by  the  calendar. 

Progressive  education,  with  the  accompanying 
laws  in  many  States  prohibiting  a  child  to  go  to 
work  until  16  nr  17  years  of  age,  bos  led  to  a  break¬ 
down  of  discipline,  with  resulting  juvenile  deiin- 
quency,  a  term  encompassing  murder,  rape,  or 
almost  anything. 

The  coat  of  maintaining  os?  public  schools  has  been 
vastly  increased  by  requiring  an  many  courses  of  study, 
while  the  three  “R's"  and  the  old  essentials  like  history, 
physics  and  chemistry  and  mathematics  have  been 
largely  neglected.  In  Council  Letter  No.  15  in  1934 
we  quoted  Principal  John  B.  Opdycke  of  Haaren  High 
. .  York  as

“Today  the  average  cosmopolitan  high  school 
offers  from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  subjects  or 
R’s  and  offers  them  under  the  highly  complex  and 
elaborate  elective  system.  As  a  result  what  have 
we?  Well,  we  have  a  bewildered  student  body  and 
,  a  confused  and  harassed  teaching  force.  We  have 
graduating  groups  as  the  terms  m  by,  who  are 
masters  of  nothing  and  not  even  Jacks  of  all  they 
have  attempted  to  study.  We  have  a  let-down  in 
student  morale  and  stamina  and  in  teacher  health 
that  has  meant  something  vary  closely  approaching 
an  educational  crisis  throughout  the  country.  Ana 
we  have  wordy  warfare  among  educators  themselves 
shout  ‘what  must  be  done/  and  between  educators 
and  lay  taxpayers  about  waste  and  extravagance 
in  educational  administration."

And  since  ju*i  about  thia  Mint  kind  of  education  baa 
been  (|oiag  on  ever  since  at  the  instance  of  faddists  and 
left-wingers,  many  of  whom  are  not  unsympathetic  to 
communism,  there  is  little  surprise  that  today,  aa  found 
by  several  Americana  who  have  recently  visited  Russia, 
our  intermediate  and  high  schools  are  vastly  inferior 
In  those  of  Soviet  Russia. 

2.  We  have  permitted  laws  to  stay  on  the  statute 
hooka  that  give  dictatorial  authority  to  labor  bomea, 
largely  sell  appointed,  under  whom  tyranny  of  the  worst 
kind  has  hero  exercised  over  millions  of  men.  We  here 
the  picture  todey  of  a  Congress  that  seems,  at  thia  writ¬ 
ing,  afraid  to  restore  to  the  millions  of  American  work¬ 
ing  people  I  lie  freedom  supposedly  guaranteed  them 
under  the  Constitution. 

3.  We  have  utterly  reddou  spending.  Federal,  State 
and  local.  We  ended  up  the  fiscal  year  1959  with,  a 
deficit  of  over  112  billion.  If  it  had  not  been  for  a 
substantial  revival  in  bosirtem,  the  deficit  would  have 
been  mui-h  greater.  Cast  spring.  Governor  Rockefeller 
insisted  upon  adding  many  millions  to  New  York  State 
taxes  and  Mayor  Wagner  about  190  million  to  New 
York  City’s  team.  The  Federal  Government  has  actually 
given  money  to  other  natrons  which  has  been  used  to 
reduce  their  national  debts,  while  our  Federal  debt  has 
been  soaring,  and  our  Government  has  to  pay  a  high 
price  for  all  its  borrowings. 

I.  The  so-called  integration  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  iOSt  has  stirred  up  hate  and  disorder  in  many 
parts  of  the  country  The  white  and  black  races  in  the 
fcoulli  were  gradually  I  the  only  way  that  sort  of  thing 
can  lake  plate)  learning  to  live  together.  The  Supreme 
Court  admitted  it  had  based  its  decision  partly  at  least, 
on  the  writings  of  Gunnar  Menial,  a  Swedish  socialist, 
wlm  once  described  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
es  “nearly  a  conspiracy  against  abe  common  people.” 
There  seems  to  be  no  let-up  in  tne  willingness  of  poli¬ 
tician*  to  yield  It  such  groups  as  the  NAACP,  whose 
activities  originally  led  to  the  integration  derision. 

5-  Similarly  the  present  Supreme  Court  in  the  last 
two  or  three  year#  nan  handed  down  several  decisions 
which  if  written  in  the  Kremlin  could  hardly  have  aided 
the  communists  more.  One  communist  official  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  declared  these  decisions  were  the  greatest  victory 
the  communists  bad  ever  won  in  the  United  Stales. 

6  Many  of  our  universities  have  literally  prepared 
the  way  lor  the  people  to  aulwnit  to  tommunism;  as  for 
instance  Princeton  when  it  allowed  a  meeting  to  be 
addressed  by  lb*  traitor  Alger  Him.  Harvard  when  in 
the  face  of  great  evidence  that  he  was  communist 
Influenced,  invited  J.  Robert  Oppenhcimcr  to  give  a 
aeries  of  lectures  at  Harvard  a  yeai  ago;  and  Yale  when 
only  last  June  it  gave  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  to 
the  same  Gunnar  Myrdal  mentioned  above. 

SIMILARLY  too  in  our  foreign  relations  we  have 
allowed  communist  influence  lu  have  its  way  at 
almost  every  turn 

1.  Thus  out  foreign  aid  give-away  program,  quaintly 
known  today  aa  “mutual  security."  has  give*  away  nearly 
•70  billion  of  our  people’s  savings  There  has  been 
utter  waste  in  Iran  where  1230  million  went  entirely 
unaccounted  for;  and  in  l  a  os  where  only  recently,  due 
la  the  enterprise  of  the  Scripps  Howard  Newspapers, 


tremendous  waste  has  been  uncovered  There  has  been 
damage  also  to  our  own  vital  intrreats  through  shelling 
out,  largely  under  the  influence  of  socialists  or  com¬ 
munists  in  our  Government,  many  billions  to  the  then 
socialist  government  of  Britain,  thereby  enabling  that 
socialist  government  to  become  firmly  entrenched. 
There  has  been  no  lees  than  treason  by  those  who  caused 
our  Government  to  lend  up  into  the  billions  to  communist 
countries  like  Yugoslavia  and  Poland. 

2-  The  Reciprocal  Trade  Agreements  Act,  now  ia 
force  over  more  than  twenty  years,  baa  been  costly 
to  many  of  our  own  industries  and  to  their  workers. 
It  has  worked  great  hardships  in  such  industries  ns 
pottery,  glass,  textiles,  stainless  steel  flatware  and  a  boat 
of  others.  It  seems  to  have  become  netiona!  policy  to 
encourage  Urge  American  business  concerns  to  establish 
plants  in  other  countries,  thus  throwing  hundreds  ol 
thousands  of  American  working  people  out  of  their  jobs. 

3.  From  first  hand  contact  with  Europeans  on  many 
visits  and  with  the  Middle  East,  we  have  found  a  grow¬ 
ing  impression  among  them  that  our  Government  is  not 
operated  in  its  own  vital  interest — that  America  U  not 
master  in  her  own  bouse. 

Nowhere  is  this  seen  more  cleerly  than  in  Latin  Amer¬ 
ica  and  especially  in  the  Caribbean  area.  We  are  reliably 
informed  that  Batista,  who  at  least  was  friendly  to  the 
United  States,  had  ordered  and  paid  for  many  millions 
of  dolUrs  of  munitions,  but  that  the  Stale  Department 
si  the  last  minute  prevented  them  from  bring  shipped 
to  him.  On  the  other  hand  munitions  and  supplies  from 
the  United  Stales  were  permitted  to  reach  Castro  and 
Soviet  submarines  were  allowed  to  approach  Cuba  and 
land  munitions.  What  has  happened  in  Cuba  has  been 
by  American  default.  Washington  is  standing  by  and 
permitting  the  building  up  of  a  communist  state  within 
90  miles  of  our  mainland. 

Baginning  in  1950  we  let  130,000  American  soldiers 
die  in  Korea  on  the  other  side  of  thr  world — ostensibly 
to  oppose  communism  Yet  without  lifting  a  finger  we 
allow  a  communist  state  to  be  built  up  at  our  very  door. 

W«  have  one  friend  left  in  the  Caribbean  area  now, 
namely  Trujillo  of  the  Dominican  Republic.  United 
States  and  Latin  American  communist  cliques  denounce 
him  as  a  dictator,  and  plot  to  overthrow  him.  If  they 
succeed,  all  that  would  remain  would  be  for  the  com¬ 
munist  infiltrated  Republic  of  Panama  to  “naiionalisr” 
our  Panama  Canal,  or  give  it  to  the  United  Nations 
where  it  would  be  sufficiently  under  communist  influence 

ALL  these  and  many  other  developments  in  our 
domestic  and  foreign  policy  have  been  preparing  the 
way  for  absorption  of  the  United  States  as  one  more 
Soviet  Socialist  Republic. 

And  now  the  President  has  invited  Khrushchev,  the 
boas  of  Soviet  Russia,  to  pay  a  formal  visit  here! 

In  thia  connection  we  urge  everybody  to  re-read  an 
article  by  Eugene  Lyoae  in  the  Reeder’i  Digest  of  Septem¬ 
ber  1957  entitled,  "Khrushchev:  The  Killer  u>  the  Krem 
lin."  A  reprint  of  this  article  may  be  obtained  by  writ¬ 
ing  the  Committee  Against  Summit  Entanglements, 
Belmont  78,  Maas 

At  this  writing,  however,  it  ia  not  absolutely  certain 
that  Khrushchev  will  visit  the  United  States.  If  ha  does 
come  his  visit  would  mark  the  beginning  of  the  cod  of 


all  opposition  to  communism  in  the  United  States.  When 
enough  people  appreciate  this  and  speak  out  as  the*  did 
in  Sweden— whkh  led  to  Khrushchev’s  cancelling  hie 
visit  there — then  he  will  not  come  to  the  United  States. 
It  is  up  to  citisens  to  make  themselves  heard. 

Immigration — A  Mighty  Factor 

IN  no  way  has  the  American  Government  permitted 
the  United  States  to  be  prepared  to  be  taken  over 
by  communism  more  than  through  its  weakening  im¬ 
migration  policy. 

Influence  or  control  over  immigration  into  other 
countries  has  alwsya  been  a  prime  policy  of  the  world 
communists.  We  said  in  Council  Letter  406: 

“In  1922  the  Communist  Internationale  in  Moscow 
established  the  International  Red  Aid.  This  had 
three  purposes:  the  movement  and  deployment  of 
communists  and  those  moat  susceptible  to  communist 
discipline;  the  fighting  of  deportations  within  the 
various  countries;  and  the  working  within  Western 
countries  among  aliens  and  various  nationality 
groups  for  communist  objectives. 

“Within  ten  years  International  Red  Aid  had 
penetrated  sixty-seven  countries.  They  had  83^KK)  • 
organisations  and  various  subsidiary  groups,  con¬ 
troller!  by  40.000  highly  placed,  trained  communist 
officials.  These  organisations  had  an  aggregate  mem¬ 
bership  of  more  than  11  million. 

“The  American  section  of  1.  R.  A.,  organised  in 
1923  as  the  International  Labor  Defense,  within 
ten  years  developed  800  subsidiary  organizations 
“The  communists  supplemented  and  implemented 
this  operation  by  what  thev  call  a  united  front 
tactic — namely  to  work  with  non-communist  and 
even  anti-communist  group#  on  specific  immigration 
objectives.  That’s  where  they  fooled  a  multitude  of 
good  people,  including  churchmen  " 

An  FBI  analysis  made  a  few  yean  ago  showed  that 
of  5,000  of  the  more  militant  communists  in  the  United 
States,  91.5  per  cent  were  foreign  born,  married  to 
foreign  born  or  of  forein  parentage.  One  half  of  them 
traced  their  ancestry  to  Russia  or  its  satellites. 

Congressman  Francis  Walter  in  the  Reader  $  Digest 
of  May  1953  Mid  that  the  House  Un-American  Activities 
Committee  had  found  that  there  were  some  three  to  five 
million  persons  who  were  illegally  in  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Richard  Arena,  in  an  address  to  the  D.A.R., 
April  19,  1957  reported  there  has  keen  a  complete 
breakdown  in  the  enforcement  of  our  immigration  laws; 
that  in  Miami  he  had  seen  stacked  up  on  the  desk  of 
the  District  Director  of  Immigration  scores  of  files  on 
cases  of  foreign  subversives,  international  agents  en 
route  to  the  United  States  via  Cuba.  Mr.  Arena  asked: 

“How  can  you  intercept  these  people? 

“And  they  said.  ‘We  can't.  There  is  an  outwand 
order  by  the  Stale  Department  that  all  documem- 
on  is  waived  for  all  persons  coming  into  this 
country  from  Cube  ostensibly  for  leas  than  twenty 
nine  days.*  And  we  knew  there  were  fifty  thousand 
communists  then  in  Havana,  alone. 

“We  returned  to  Washington  and  asked  the  Stats 


Department  about  it  and  they  Mid,  ‘The  law  Mys  we 
may  waive  documentation  in  certain  emergency 
cases,  so  wa  gave  s  blanket  order.'  And  we  said, 
‘What  waa  the  emergency?’  and  the  answer  wee, 
‘The  emergency  is  the  terrific  pleasure  we  are  under 
to  get  people  into  the  United  Stales.’"!!! 

THE  situation  Mr.  Arens  described  in  1957  is  even 
more  serious  today. 

The  American  Coalition  el  Patriotic  Societies  which 
has  long  studied  immigration  said  in  its  bulletin  lor 
June  1959: 

“Since  1952  and  the  enactment  of  tbr  Immigration 
and  Nationality  Act,  i  ,518,158  immigrants  have 
been  admitted.  Of  this  number  549,146  were  quota 
immigrants  t  including  14,793  displaced  persons) 
and  969,012  were  nonquota  immigrants  <  including 
228,012  under  special  enactment  i.  According  U> 
the  International  Committee  for  European  Migration 
Handbook  for  1959,  the  United  Stales  took  153,743 
refugees,  the  second  largest  number,  with  1 VUW 
going  to  Canada,  often  a  route  to  the  I'nitnl  States." 

At  the  present  moment  every  mnumunist  and  leftist 
organisation  is  working  feverishly  to  undermine  the 
Walter -McCar  ran  Immigration  Act  by  “liberalising" 
amendments.  With  the  Presidential  election  approaching 
each  Party  is  trying  to  outbid  the  other  in  this  course, 
without  regard  to  the  breakdown  of  internal  security 
sad  problems  created  by  increasing  birth-rate,  unem¬ 
ployment.  rising  relief  rolk.  integration,  crime,  school 
and  housing  shortages. 

IMMENSE  numbers  of  communists  have  slipped  into 
the  United  States  in  recent  yean  and  particularly 
since  President  Roosevelt  recognised  Soviet  Russia  in 
1933. 

Congressman  Waller  Mid  in  1957  that  most  of  ihr 
first  60000  Hungarian  refugees  brought  to  the  United 
State*  following  the  Hungarian  uprising  were  communists 
who  were  fleeing  before  the  snti-cumm uniat  rebel-  whom 
they  feared  might  prevail. 

The  American  peoplr  are  at  the  mercy  of  the  extremely 
brilliant  communist  politicians  who  hate  had  a  leading 
part  in  the  designing  of  much  o(  our  immigration  polity 
And  this  rommunist  machine  has  enlisted  the  efforts  ol 
men's  and  women's  group*  of  a  wide  variety,  including 
church  groups.  The  ides  advanced  is  that  the  pool 
refugee  la  to  be  pitied — so  why  should  we  not  lake 
him  in? 

One  of  the  most  misleading  factors  has  I  pern  the 
%o -called  “World  Refugee  Year"  sponsored  by  a  United 
States  resolution  in  the  United  Nations  This  scheme 
Is  being  used  to  undermine  our  bask  immigration  law 

TT  was  thought  in  the  1926‘t  that  when  the  quota  system 
was  introduced  a  foundation  for  sound  immigration 
policy  had  been  laid.  American  patriots  were  even  mure 
sure  of  this  after  the  passage  of  the  W alter  McCarr an 
Art  in  1952.  This  Act  followed  a  four- vear  study — the 
moat  exhaustive  study  ever  made,  it  is  Mid.  with  respei t 
to  any  pending  legislation.  The  Bill  [passed  both  Houses 
by  a  huge  majority  but  was  prwnpUy  vetoed  bv  Presi¬ 
dent  Truman.  The  Congress,  however,  overrode  this 
veto  and  the  Bill  became  lew. 
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Immediately  the  communiata  and  “liberal*"  of  all  kinds 
art  lo  work  to  undermine  the  law.  And  they  succeeded 
on  several  occasions  since  (ben.  Up  to  this  writing  the 
present  Congress  has  done  nothing  about  it.  It  Is  highly 
likely  however  that  at  the  last  minute,  when  the  Congress 
is  in  the  confusion  of  adjournment,  an  effort  will  be  made 
to  slip  somethingthrough. 

Representative  Walter  has  introduced  a  comparatively 
mild  Bill  under  which  it  is  estimated  that  17.000  persons 
could  be  admitted  outside  the  quota,  thus  not  increasing 
the  quota.  . 

But  the  so-called  Javita-Krating-Kannedy  Bill  would 
wrerk  (be  quota  system  and  break  down  the  security 
provisions  of  the  Walter-McCarran  Act.  The  annual 
quota  would  become  250.920  as  a  result  of  changing  the 
basic  year  in  the  formula  from  1920  to  1950.  Removal 
of  the  Asian-Pacific  provision  would  permit  large  num¬ 
bers  of  Asiatics  born  in  the  non-quota  countries  of  the 
Western  Hemisphere,  to  enter  freely  outside  the  auoU. 
By  permitting  undersubscribed  quotas  to  be  transferred 
tn  colonies  the  gates  would  be  open  lo  Asiatics  and 
Africans,  particularly  of  the  Britian  West  Indies.  Also 
under  this  Bill  aliens  who  receive  foreign  pardons  wouhf 
he  admissible.  The  right  of  the  Attorney  General  to 
exclude  subversives  on  tor  basis  of  confidential  informa¬ 
tion  is  removed.  Deportation  proceedings  would  die 
after  ten  year*. 

It  is  easy  for  an  informed  person  to  see  the  vital 
connection  bclwwn  the  plan  of  the  Javita-Keating- 
.Kennedy  crowd  to  wreck  the  Walter-McCarran  Art,  and 
the  success  of  communism  within  the  United  States. 
TV  more  aliens  that  enter  this  country,  the  more  cer¬ 
tainly  will  communism  ultimately  prevail. 

Every  American  citisro  should  write  his  Representa¬ 
tive  and  his  two  Senator*  urging  that  no  immigration 
bill  other  than  that  of  Representative  Walter  be  passed 
at  this  Session.  •

On  July  24,  a  representative  of  the  National
